The campaign period now runs for 
three years or more, starting soon after 


votes are counted on the last one. 
Candidates must raise many million dol- 
lars starting at least three years before 
the election. Some candidates are in the 
race and then out again a year or more 
before the first delegate is selected. But 
that’s progress, [ guess. 

These days everybody is an expert .... 
and nobody is an expert. 
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AND SO IT is this year, more than 
two years before the 2008 presidential 
election when a successor to President 
George Bush will be chosen. 

The first primary will be in New 
Hampshire and the first caucus will be in 
Jowa in early 2008, so would-be presi- 
dents have been making the compulsory 
forays into those two states for some 
time now. Somebody keeps score.

Mitt Romney, 
Republican, has visited his neighbor 
state seven times, and GOP Sen. John 
McCain of Arizona has been there only 
twice. 

Visiting New Hampshire is very 
important for presidential hopefuls; New 
Hampshire politicians say so. For exam- 
ple, Thomas Rash, the state’s GOP 
national committeeman, was quoted in 
the recent Gannett News Service story: 

“These visits tell us all sorts of things. 
Do (the candidates) understand how the 
process works? Can they raise money? 
Do they understand how tough this is 
going to be?” 

Mr. Rash skips a crucial question: 
“Can they win?”

THE EARLY PRIMARY elevates 
New Hampshire to an undeserved politi- 
cal importance, How New Hampshire 
votes is not often how the nation goes. 
Few states are less representative of the

population as a whole than New 
Hampshire. It is isolated, has few 
minorities and )ittle industry. The rest of 
the nation is not the same. 

Jowa, with its early presidential cau- 
cuses, is more of a national population 
and social mirror than New Hampshire, 
but not much. 

The national Democratic party for 
2008 has agreed to a modest change in 
the process. The move comes after years 
of arguing by Michigan party leaders 
and a handful of others that the early 
presidential selection monopoly by Iowa 
and New Hampshire is not fair, realistic 
nor properly representative of 
Democrats or the nation as a whole. 

In 2008, early primaries -—- but not pre- 
ceding New Hampshire and [owa — will 
be permitted tn a limited few other states 
which more closely reflect national real- 
ity. Michigan may be one of those. 

Folks tn New Hampshire are not 
pleased at the prospect. Editorialized the 
Manchester Union Leader, largest news- 
paper in the state: 

“Michigan’s clatms that it is more 
deserving of the status that comes with 


the second presidéntial nominating con- 
test have been effective, even though 
they are dead wrong. When presidential 
candidates no longer have to worry 
about the significance of America’s only 
primary in which face-to-face interac- 
tion with voters is more important than 
television ads, then cynical big-money, 
sound-bite politics will have claimed 
final victory over old-fashioned cam- 
paigning that forces candidates to prove 
themselves directly before skeptical vot- 
ers.” 

As the Union Leader indicates, elec- 
tioneering in the New Hampshire prima- 
ry is a throwback to the old days of face- 
to-face personal politics. 

But transferring the arena to a more 
representative state from its present iso- 
lated and non-representative location 
might have another effect, too. 

It might provide a candidate who can 
win the election as well as the primary 
.... In either party.

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New evidence that Canadian trash is a security threat 


Every day, about 350 trucks 
tarrying trash from Canada 
come into Michigan to dump it 
in our landfills. The US. 
Bureau of Customs and Border 
Protection has no effective way 
to screen or inspect these trash 
trucks as they enter Michigan, 
and the potential consequences 
of this security gap are 
immense, 

The Department of Homeland 
Security (DHS) recently com- 
pleted a study, conducted in 
response to a request I] made 
with Senator Debbie Stabenow 
and Representative John 
Dingell, that bluntly acknowl- 
edges the security risk that these 
trucks pose. The findings of 
this report were so revealing, in 
fact, that the full version was 
designated ‘For Official use 
Only’ shielding the more star- 
tling details from the public eye. 
I immediately objected to this 
limitation and fought to have the 
full report released publicly, 
which I was recently able to do 
with the support of my col- 
league, Republican Senator 
Norm Coleman of Minnesota. 

The DHS report describes the 
three methods currently used by 

- customs officials to inspect the 
trucks: a Radiation Portal 
Monitor to detect the presence 
of radiation, a Vehicle and Cargo 
Inspection System screening 
that creates an image similar to 
an x-ray, and physical inspec- 
lions. The screening methods 
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are nearly useless for screening 
trash, however, due to the densi- 
ty and Jack of uniform content 
of trash shipments. The x-ray 
image produced is nothing more 
than a large amorphous black 
mass. 

The report finds that a very 
small percentage of trash trucks, 
less that two-tenths of one per- 
cent are selected for physical 
inspections. Even when a truck 
is selected, inspections are cost- 
ly, ime-consuming and unsafe. 
To be inspected, trash trucks 
must be escorted to a landfill site 
anywhere from 20 to 95 miles 
from crossing the border. The 
entire process can take customs 
officials up to six hours, 

In addition, the waste is tight- 
ly compacted, making it difficult 
to identify specific items as the 
trucks are unloaded, and officers 
are frequently exposed to 
unhealthy conditions and haz- 
ardous materials such as med- 
ical waste and household chem- 
icals. This process simply can’t 
protect our nation from iHegal 
smuggling. It is absurd that 
Canada, with all its land, dumps 
trash here. For years, we’ve 
looked for ways to end this 
absurdity. 

In 2004 and 2005, we added 
an amendment to the Homeland 
Security spending bill that 
would ban the importation of 
trash unless DHS can prove that 
they can adequately inspect 
these shipments. Both times 
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this provision was removed by 
the House and Senate conferees. 

The new DHS report leaves 
no room for ambiguity and 
should add great fuel to our 
argument that trash shipinents 
are aclear security vulnerability. 
It is imperative that trash trucks 
be held to the same security 
standard as other commercial 
trucks, and we have a responsi- 
bility to keep them out of the 
United States until that can be 
achieved. 

The Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on 
Investigations, on which I am 
the senior Democrat, recently 
completed a a three-year biparti- 


san investigation into federal 


programs aimed at securing the 
global shipping network. Our 
investigation concluded that 
Canadian trash poses a sécurity 
threat and recommended that the 
trash be banned from entering 
the United States. 

I fear that for every trash truck 
caught carrying contraband into 
Michigan, many more get 
through undetected with drugs, 
medical waste or other illegal 
material. Ignoring the possibil- 
ity that these trucks could be 
used by terrorists to transport 
biological or chemical weapons 
is irresponsible. It is now 
unequivocally clear that these 
trash shipments are a weak link 
in our security.

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Click It or Ticket enforcement to run 
an extra week in 21 rural counties 


The Buckle Up or Pay Up, 
Click It or Ticket mobilization is 
coming back bigger than ever. 

Law enforcement ‘agéncies:'in 
21 counties will begin conducting 
safety belt enforcement zones the 
week of May 15, a week before 
the statewide campaign starts, 

The additional week of safety 
belt enforcement is part of a 
regional, multi-state project to 
increase safety belt use in rural 
communities. In Michigan, rural 
roads account for 52 percent of 
unbelted fatal crashes but only 31 
percent of the miles driven. 

In total, the Michigan Office of 
Highway Safety Planning 
(OHSP) will provide federal traf- 
fic safety funds for law enforce- 
ment agencies in 55 counties. 
Two new counties, Barry and 
Cass, have been added to this 
year’s May mobilization. - 

“The purpose of increasing 
enforcement is to remind 
motorists that it ts highly likely 
they will receive a citation if they 
do not wear their safety belts,” 
said Michael L. Prince, OHSP 
division director. “By buckling 
up, drivers and passengers will 
save their money and, most 
importantly, their lives.” 

The state’s goal is to reach 95 
percent safety belt use, a two per- 
cent increase from last year’s 
record high of 93 percent. 

The combination of strict safety 
belt enforcement and targeted 
advertising has consistently 
proven effective in increasing 
safety belt use, both nationally 
and at the state level. After 
adding five counties to the mobi- 
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lization last year, safety belt use 
in Michigan increased from 90.5 
pgrcgnt.in 2004 to 92.9 percent in 
2005.. This rise in belt use is 
linked to a decline in fatalities. 
The number of traffic deaths in 
Michigan fell from 1,159 in 2004 
to 1,129 in 2005, a 2.6 percent 
drop. 

“A visible police presence has 
encouraged motorists to buckle 
up, and that has helped save 
lives,” Prince said. “Expanding 
the enforcement helps make sure 
that everyone gets the message 
that they need to wear safety 
belts.” 

The following 21 counties witl 
set up safety belt enforcement 
zones from May [5 - June 4: Bay, 
Cheboygan, Clinton, Delta, 
Dickinson, Eaton, Genessee, 
Gogebic, Grand Traverse, 
Hillsdale, Ingham, Jackson, 


Mackinac, Marquette, Mason, 


Midland, Ogemaw, Otsego, 
Roscommon, Shiawassee and 
Wexford. These counties average 
a total .of 137 fatal crashes. per 
year, 7 

Safety belt enforcement zones 
are conducted on roadways where 
crash problems are prevalent or 
belt use is low. Special, portable 
“safety belt enforcement zone” 
signs will alert motorists they are 
entering an enforcement area. 
One officer will serve as a spotter 
who will radio unbelted motorist 
information to nearby marked 
patrol cars .or motorcycles that 
will pull over offending motorists. 

Michigan law requires all dri- 
vers and front seat passengers to 
be buckled up and children under 
age 4 to be in an approved child 
safety seat. It also requires pas- 
sengers 15 and younger to be 
buckled up in all seating posi- 
tions,

Chiid safety seat 
inspection to be 
held at Gaylord 
Fire Station 


Otsego Memorial Hospital, in

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Kirtland’s warbler to share stage with 
ivory-billed woodpecker at festival 


From a population low of just a 
few hundred birds in the 1970s, 
the federally — endangered 
Kirtland’s warbler has increased 
its numbers to almost 3,000 
today. This fact is celebrated at 
the annual Kirtland’s Warbler 
Festival which this year is set for 
Saturday, May 20, on the campus 
of Kirtland Community College. 
Everyone is invited to join in the 
fun. 

Biologists report that the birds 
have found their way back to 
Northern Michigan from their 
overwintering grounds in the 
Bahamas and, with any luck, will 
show themselves to the hundreds 
who come to the festival for the 
guided tours into their jack pine- 
dominated nesting habitat near 
the college. Chances are very 
good that tour goers will return 
from the field with an official 
warbler sighting certificate ~ a 
new festival feature -- and anoth- 
er check on their life list. Tours 
leave campus at 7 a.m. and 8 a.m, 
on Saturday, with one additional 
tour scheduled for 8 a.m. Sunday. 

The festival celebrates nature 
in many other ways as well. A 
host of scientists and natural 
resource specialists will give pre- 
sentations at the festival, dealing 
with everything from man-made 
perils to migratory birds, to the 
return of eagles to Michigan. 

This year’s feature presenta- 
tion offers insight into another 
bird that wasn’t as lucky as the 
Kirtland’s warbler ~— the ivory- 
billed woodpecker, thought to be 
extinct for more than 60 years. 
Bobby Harrison — a man who has 
devoted decades to secking out 
any ivory-bills that may remain — 
will give a presentation about his 
search and the day he feels he 
and another researcher saw one 
of the birds in an Arkansas 
swamp. The claim has led to an 
international controversy, but has 
also put the preservation of 
species back into the headlines. 

If it’s possible to bring the 
ivory-billed back through coop- 
erative management, then there is 
no better model of agency coop- 
eration than that offered by the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Recovery 
Team which is made up of spe- 
cialists from the U.S. Forest 
Service, U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, Bahamas 
National Trust and other organi- 
zations and universities. . 

Many representatives of these

and other natural resources-relat- 
ed organizations will be on hand 
during the Kirtland’s Warbler 
Festival. At least one Bahamian 
researcher will also be there, giv- 
ing an update of the efforts in the 
islands to locate and track the 
warblers in their winter home. 

Wildlife rehabilitator Joe 
Rogers will once again give a 
presentation at the festival, aided 
by numerous live specimens of 
hawks and owls that never fail to 
wow his audiences. Also back by 
popular demand is story-teller 
and funny-man Al Batt, of 
Minnesota.

Bill would toughen 


penalties for repeat 


drunken drivers

Fifteen years ago, Heidi 
Steiner was killed by a drunken 
driver in Antiim County. The 
driver, a repeat offender, was 
convicted and sent to prison, 

According to Rep, Kevin 
Elsenheimer, R-Bellaire, after 
the man was released, he was 
caught driving under the influ- 
ence (DUI) again, but since [0 
years had already passed since 
his last offense, he was charged 
only as a first-time offender. 

A bill in the House is trying 
to make sure repeat DUI 
offenders get a stiffer punish- 


* ment. 


“Under current law, there is a 
10-year time limit on DUI 
offenses,” said Sgt. Matt 
Bolder, government affairs 
officer for the State Police. 
“The tolling doesn’t stop tf 
youre in prison for [0 of those 
years.” 

Right now, Michigan law 
states that a person with two or 
more drunken driving offenses 
within a 10-year time frame 


will be guilty of a felony. If 


the 10 years expired without 
incident, however, the offender 
would be written up as if it 
were his or her first time. 

“If you get caught drinking 
and driving three times, you do 
have a problem,” said Bolder. 

In 2005, 53,000 people were 
arrested for operating a vehicle 
while intoxicated, Bolder said. 
There were about 55,000 cases 
of injury or death involving a 
drunken driver. 

Elsenheimer, the primary 
sponsor of the bill, said that 
most people learn their lesson 
after their first offense, but 
those who commit a second 
offense generally will commit 
a subsequent one. 

Co-sponsors include Rep. 
Tim Moore, R-Farwell, Rep. 
John Stahl, R-North Branch 
and Rep. Barbara Vander Veen, 
R-Allendale. 

Elsenheimer said he hopes 
the bill will become law before 
the end of the year. 

Bolder said, “The bill makes 
sense.”

The wait is over for Grayling 
and surrounding area residents 
who need to schedule MRI 
appointments, 

Mercy Hospital Grayling’s 
officials plan to start using its 
new fixed Magnetic Resonance 
imager (MRI) facility — this 
month. 

The facility replaces the 
Munson Healthcare mobile unit 
that has visited the hospital three 
to four times per week, 


“This facility will allow 
patients to have their testing 
done much — sooner,” — said 


Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, the 
chief executive officer for 
Mercy Hospital Grayling. “This 
is one of the finest diagnostic 
tools available, and we are very 
pleased to be able to offer this 
service to our patients.” 

Plans call for the facility to 
operate from 7 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. Four 
technologists - three full-time 
and one part-time - have been 
hired to perform MRIs. The only 
other fixed MRI units in north- 
ern Michigan are in Alpena, 
Cadillac, Traverse City and 
Petoskey. 

Grover C. Raymond, M.D., 
director of radiology at the hos- 
pital, said the device is ideal for 
diagnosing many conditions, 
including multiple sclerosis, 
strokes in their earliest stages, 
brain tumors and infections in 
the brain, spine or joints, 

“The images produced during 
an MRI screen allow physicians 
to look at almost any area of the 
body for problems,” he said. “An 
MRI can be used to evaluate 
brain, neck, and spinal cord 
problems. Or it can be used to 
look at) your chest, heart, 


abdomen, joints or muscles.” 
The MRI does not use ioniz- 
ing radiation, and it can provide 
an image from any angle to give 
physicians the information they 
need to reach a proper diagnosis.

The Department of Natural 
Resources has begun to remove 
156 acres of infested trees in the 
Upper Peninsula due to the latest 
Jack pine budworm outbreak, 

Other areas of the state have 
also been infected in’ recent 
years, and some trees were cut 
down, 

The budworm is a caterpillar 
that feeds on the needles of jack 
pines. After the initial attack, the 
damaged needles dry out and 
turn reddish brown, making the 
trees appear dead, 

Older trees are most vulnerable 
and are less likely to regenerate 
foliage, said Steve Milford, DNR 
forest manager in Crystal Falls, 

Milford said there is no real 
alternative to removing the [ron 
County trees.

Milford added that the effort to 
control the budworm will not 
take Tunds away from the state's 
emerald ash borer control pro- 
gram. 

According to the DNR, nine 
U.P. counties suffered budworm 
damage Jast year. 

In the Lower Peninsula, there 
were budworm infestations in 14 
counties. 

Ou the west side, they were: 
Manistee, Wexford, Mason, Lake 
and Oceana. 

In the central northern area, 
they were: Otsego, 
Montmorency, Kalkaska, 
Crawford, Oscoda, Alcona, 
Roscommon, Ogemaw — and 
Tosco. 

Overall, 201,470 acres were 
defoliated last year by the bud- 
worn epidemic, and trees were 
removed in the eastern U.P. and 
the northeastern Lower Peninsula 
as aresult.

Deb McCullough, a forest 
entomologist at Michigan State 
University, said budworm out- 
breaks occur every eight to 12 
years and last for about three 
years.

The budworm is a_ native 
species and has natural enemies 
in the area, including many dif- 
ferent flies and wasps, she said. 

McCullough said her research 
has found that about 15 percent 
of trees will die in an attack if left 
alone, and the dead trees may 
pose a fire hazard for surround- 
ing communities, 

She added that fire is actually 
good for jack pine regeneration 
because it helps trees release 
seeds, however, 

“The whole thing works out 
really well if it weren't for the 
fact that fires are inconvenient,” 
she said.
